By Tuesday the association had 
received donations from all 50 
states, Dr. Robert Bloom, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the association, 
said. with the organization receiv­ 
ing its first letter, containing a $1 
donation, from Hawaii. 
Approximately 5,000 letters have 
been received so far from through­ 
out the U. S. containing donations, 
with the amounts ranging from 
$1 lo $100. 
County Sends Letters 
One elementary school sent in a 
check for $5, representing one 
cent from each student in the 
school. Another high school class 
sent in $03. representing a dollar 
from each student. 
Dr. Bloom announced that Mrs. 
Robert Hulton, wife of the basket­ 
ball coach at Gettysburg College, 
has been employed full time to 
manage the office in the Weaver 
building. Prior to its establishment 
a numlier of women were secured 
part time to reply to the hundreds 
of letters pouring in daily. 
Approximately OOO letters urg­ 
ing donations to the Gettysburg 
Battlefield Preservation Associa­ 
tion were being sent out by Adams 
County Commissioners office to­ 
day. The letters were sent in re­ 
sponse to communications sent the 
commissioners by about 600 people 
in response to a request made by 
a national magazine. The letters 
had opposed sale of the county 
home land and suggested that the 
land he given to the government. 
Tile letter sent by the commission­ 
ers explains the laws which pro­ 
hibit the “giving away*’ of any 
county-owned land.

CHICAGO (AP)—Our drinking 
water is being polluted by hun­ 
dreds of new chemical products 
whose effects on human health 
are totally unknown, a water ex­ 
pert warned today. 
These include plastics, deter­ 
gents. and insecticides, and cannot 
be completely removed from wa 
ter now by standard methods, said 
H W. Poston of Chicago.. 
"We do not have reliable meth­ 
ods for predicting their effect on 
man. We don’t know how to re­ 
move viruses from treated water 
We don’t know the effect on the 
human system of the constant ac­ 
cumulation of small increments of 
present-day chemicals.” 
Asks Research 
Poston called for immediate and 
expanded research to find ways 
of assuring safe, plentiful water 
in a report to the American Assn 
for the Advancement of Science 
Funds spent on water research 
now amount to less than one cent 
annually per person in the coun­ 
try, said Poston, of the U.S. Public 
Health Service division of water 
supply and pollution control. 
Problems of polution control and 
adequate water supply will be 
come more serious as population 
expands rapidly, said Poston and 
Arve H Dahl of Washington, D.C., 
chief of the USPHS division of 
water supply and polution control 
in Washington, D.C. 
"Super-Cities" Due 
Dahl forecast that “super-cities 
already forming will stretch for 
unbroken hundreds of miles along 
all our great watercourses, coasts, 
and major highways.” 
Poston said today’s wastes con­ 
tain such things as synthetics, 
plastics, detergents, insecticides, 
industrial solvents, high energy 
fuels. 
“It is estimated that 10.000 total­ 
ly new chemicals are put to use 
each year. Each new product has 
several processes and each proc­ 
ess has several by-products and 
will one day end up as part of 
our waste.”

PARI-MUTUEL 
BILL IS RULED 
LEGAL IN PA. 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Pari-m u­ 
tuel betting at harness race tracks 
will be legal if approved by the 
m ajority of persons voting in coun­ 
ty referenda, the state attorney 
general has ruled. 
“ If the Legislature of Pennsylva­ 
nia had intended to require over 
50 per cent of the registered vot­ 
ers to vote in favor of harness 
racing in order to authorize it in 
a particular county, it could have 
said so in language clear and un­ 
am biguous.” Anne X. Alpern said 
in#a statem ent Tuesday. 
“ It 
has 
not done this,” she 
added. “The language used by the 
Legislature has been construed by 
the courts in sim ilar situations to 
mean a m ajority of those voting 
on the subject.” 


"Majority Of Electorate" 
Miss ALpern m ade the statem ent 
after a question arose on the num­ 
ber of voters necessary to approve 
parim utuel betting in county ref­ 
erenda. 
The harness race law, signed 
recently by Gov. Lawrence, spec­ 
ified a “ m ajority of the electo­ 
ra te ” would be necessary to ap­ 
prove the propasal. W ebsters Un­ 
abridged dictionary defines 
the 
word “electorate” as “all of the 
registered votefs.” 
“ It would be unfair to those who 
are oppased to harness racing to 
lull them into the belief that a 
m ajority of all the registered vot­ 
ers in any county is necessary’ to 
authorize 
(legalized 
betting on' 
harness racing and that it could 
lie defeated by sitting back and 
not voting.” the attorney general 
stated. 
Construed Before 
“ Language sim ilar to that used 
in this act has been const rude 
by the Supreme Court of Pennsyl­ 
vania to i. ean a m ajority vote of 
those who actually voted on the 
issue and not a m ajority of those 
who were eligible to vote or who 
actually voted for statewide offic­ 
es,” she said. 
Miss Alpern noted that far less 
than 50 per cent of the registered 
voters have cast ballots in the 
last three statewide prim aries and 
said: 
“ It is inconceivable that 
the, 
Legislature intended an ahsurd or j 
impassible result in enacting this 
legislation ” 
The law specifies that any coun- 
tywide referendum be held in the 
prim ary election. It also would 
set up a three-m an commission to 
licence corporations seeking to in­ 
stall parim utuel machines at har­ 
ness race tracks

PITTSBURGH (AP) — Dr. Ed­ 
ward Sebastian, 32-year-old den­ 
tist charged with attempting to 
bribe two Pitt basketball players, 
hail made some accusation* of his 
own. 
In a statement after his hear­ 
ing Tuesday, Dr. Sebastian, of 
nearby McKees Rocks, said the 
two players contacted him first in 
an effort to get help for entering 
dental school. 
Dr. Sebastian, former instructor 
in the University of Pittsburgh’s 
dental school, pleaded innocent. 
He was released on $5,000 bond 
to await grand jury action 
Accusations Filed 


The hearing was held on accus­ 
ations filed by Dick Falenski, 21, 
of Latrobe, Pa., and John Frid­ 
ley. 20, of Sharon, Pa., both ju­ 
niors. 
Dr. Sebastian was arrested Dec. 
21 after Fridley and Falenski said 
the dentist offered them senator­ 
ial scholarships to dental school, 
and a share of bet winnings if the 
players would hold Pitt’s basket­ 
ball scores to within bet-w inning 
range. 
Falenski is Pitt’s scoring star. 
Fridley is top rebounder, Fr.dley 
maintains Sebastian first contact­ 
ed him Dec. 3. 
Players Disappointed 
In the statement, Sebastian said 
the

were 
disappointed 
when he told them there was lit­ 
tle he could do to help them get 
into dental school.
